Are Made. 


The dog and cat show long looked for- 
ward to by St. Louis society women opened 
Thursday morning at Harmonie Hall. 

The éxhibition is under the management 
of.the Woman's Humane Society and the 
proceeds will be devoted to furthering the 
interests of the organization. 

When Mrs. T. G. Comstock and other 
charitable ladies first announced that they 
would conduct a society dog and: cat show 
the plan was looked on as chimerical. But 
the ladies went to work with a will and 
the opening Thursday was the best indi- 
cation of: the measure of success they are 
to expect from their venture. 

The opening was a distinct success. Early 
visitors found everything in  ship-shape. 
The dogs and cats are beauties and are 
displayed in a way to show off their charms 
to the best advantage. 

More than 100 dogs have been entered and 
nearly all‘ of them were benched during 
the first hour of the show. 

The finest pet dogs in St. Louis are on 
the benches, and as it is distinctively a 
beauty show, the legend ‘Breeder and 
pedigree unknown’"’ which appears after 
many of the entries in-the catalogue will 
be ignored by the judges just ag it is often 
ignored in human society. 

The indefinable quality 
ladies as ‘‘cuteness’’ will go a long way 
toward determining the winners. As every 
dog in the show is “just too cute for any- 
thing’ in the estimation of his fair owner, 
the judges, who are men with man’s usual 
lack of appreciation of cuteness, have a 
difficult task before them.

The arrangements are admirable, thanks 
to the courtesy of the St. Louis Fanciers 
Association, which donated and arranged 
the benches. 

The larger dogs have places around three 
sides of the hall, while the smaller ones 
have cages in the center of the room. A 
tony, inclosure in the north end of the 
hall will be used for exercising and judging 
the dogs. 

Prizes will be awarded Friday night. : 

Small house dogs are much in evidence, 
but there are a number of larger dogs. The 
collies are especially noteworthy.

There will be a voting contest for the most 
popular dog, the proceeds to go toward sup- 
porting the. city dog pound, of which the 
Woman’s Humane hociety expects to get 
control, 

The attendance Thursday morning was 
large. Society women went into raptures 
over all the dogs, and the men present 
divided their attention between the dogs 
and their fair owners. 

It is safe to say that if the awards were 
left to a vote of the men, the dogs be- 
longing to the prettiest women wouid get 
all the prizes. ;

LINEAL CRANIOTOMY PERFORM. 
ED ON OLIVE MAY BYED. 


UNCONSCIOUS EIGHT MONTHS. 


Three Inches of Bone Was Taken From 
Her Skull and Her Senses 
Returned, 


Dr. Waldo Briggs sawed three inches of 
bone out of the skull of 13-months-old Olive 
May Byrd at the St. Louis Baptist Hospital 
Wednesday afternoon. 

An hour later, while the baby’s mother 
bent over its cot, the little thing recovered 
from the shock and the anesthetic. Its eyes 
beamed with recognition and the little arms 
stretched out appealingly. A moment later 
the mother’s tears were flowing through the 
tiny fingers that caressed her beloved face. 

Only a mother’s heart can realize that 
moment of supreme joy. It wa#like the re- 
turn of her darling from beyond the.grave. 
For «three-quarters of her brief existence 
Baby Byrd lay in the shadow of death. The 
Lght had gone out of her eyes, the motion 
from her limbs. She was in a coma, from 
which medical skill could not arouse her. 
She lay in her crib cold and motionless and 
oblivious to the world about her, as she 
would some day soon have laid in her coffin. 

The surgeon’s knife has changed all that. 
The pressure that paralyzed her infant 
brain has been removed. She sees and 
héars and feels and stretches out her arms 
for the motherly caresses that were not 
forgotten during the many months of her 
living death. 

Olive is the first and only child of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thomas §8. Byrd of Hematite, Jeffer- 
son Co., Mo. One afternoon last Septem- 
ber she rolled from a couch where she was 
sleeping. Her little head struck the floor. 
The young mother was in the room. She 
picked it up and pressed it to her bosom, 
thinking, as young mother's will, that her 
little one was surely killed. 

Much to her surprise it soon ceased cry- 
ing and went to sleep. 

It was ten days before there were any 
signs that the baby had sustained any per-

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manent injury from the fall. Then the 
baby became fretful and cried piteously. 
It passed into convulsions and a physician 
was called. He gave it opiates and imme- 
diate danger of death passed. When the 
opiate died out the convulsions returned. 
For ten days the little one suffered recur- 
rent spasms and its life was despaired of. 
The physician said the only method of re- 
lief was to keep the child constantly under 
the influence of bromide. This was done 
and the spasms ceased. 


Meanwhile the child lay in a stupor. It 
seemed neither asleep or awake. The only 
sign of life was a piteous, weak little eye 
that told it was constantly in pain. 

The advice of many physicians was 
sought, but none could give any relief. 
Their theories were various. One said the

child had a teething affection and would 
shortly come out all right. 
The doctor who first started on the child 


insisted that the trouble was due to the 
blow on the head from the fall. He ad- 
vised the parents to bring the child to St. 
Louls to have it operated on. 


As the Byrds are people of means they 
complied. 

Meantime the babe took nourishment me- 
chanically and its general health seemed 
unimpaired. When the child was brought 
to St. Louis six weeks ago it was plump 
and pretty asa cherub. A well known spec- 
ialist was consulted. The history of the 
case was given to him. He examined the 
head and scorned the idea of the trouble 
arising from‘the fall. 

The treatment he gave did no good. The 
roses left the babe’s face. It grew pale 
and thin. It did not cry s0 much as former- 
ly, but the eyes became more glassy and it 
lay as if dead. : 

Mr. Byrd decided he would change physi- 
cians.

“lI wish now I had taken it. It would 
at least have been something here for the 
old gentleman when he turned up.

I never 
saw him drunk in my life, The great effort 
of his life was to live on his pension and 
he did it nicely. His great hobby when he 
got money was to pay in advance. He 
seemed to think it so much better to have 
people with whom he lived owe him, rather 
than owe them.

Ohio Men Bound for Terra del Fuego 
May. Have Perished. 


NEW YORK, May 13.—A dispatch to the 
Herald from ‘Buenos Ayres, Argentine, 
says: United States Minister Suchanan 
has begun an investigation to find out if 
possible what has become of the American 
sailing vessel Joseph F. Loubat, which, it 
is feared, has been lost somewhere between 
this port and Terra Del Fuego.

Minister Buchanan has undertaken the 
investigation at the request of the Ameri- 
can relatives and friends of the men aboard 
the Loubat, who are anxious to ascertain 
as much as possible regarding the move- 
ments of the vessel] since she was last sen. 
Mr. Ransome is a man of considerable 
wealth, and is a close personal friend of 
Senator Mark Hanna of Ohlo. With him 
on the Loubat were Charlies Ransome, bis 
son, Kirk Gardner, a son of a former May- 
or of Cleveland; Douglas Perkins, Jr., son 
of a capitalist of Cleveland; Walter Pow- 
ers and W. H. Huntington, engineers; W ni. 
A. Harris, a draughtsman, and Hugh Hines. 

Just before the vessel left New York Mr. 
Ransome said that his destination was Siug- 
gard’s Bay, Terra Del Fuego. He knew, he 
sald, that gold was abundant in that vicin- 
ity, and with an invention which he had 
recently perfected, and which he carried 
along, he hoped to realize a fortune for 
himself and comrades. His machine was 
for the purpose of separating gold from 
sand, and he said the place he had sge- 
lected for his operations would prove not

ARMISTICE PROPOSED. 


But Reports Conflict as to What Tur- 
key Will Do. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, May 13.~The Ame 
bassadors of the powers presented to the 


Turkish Government a collective memo- 
randum, proposing an armistice between 
Turkey and Greece, on the basis of the ne- 
gotiations for peace now in progress 
through the powers. The memorandum 
enumerates the conditions which have been 
accepted by Greece and begs the Porte to 
issue the necessary orders to arrest .the 
progress of the Turkish troops.

DEATH OF MRS. MARIE JOSEPH- 
INE WELLES. 


SHE LIVED HERE 79 YEARS. 


Daughter of Joseph Brazeau, Who Was | 


' Connected With the Ameri- 
: can Fur Co. 


? 


Marie Josephine Welles died Thursday 
morning at the home of her daughter. Mrs. 
Joseph Jay Brady, Jr., 3144A Lafayette 
avenue, 

Mrs. Welles was in her 79th year and had 
lived in St. Louis her entire life. It is said 
that she was the oldest St. Louisan. 

Mrs. Welles was the only daughter of 
Joseph Brazeau, who was connected with 
the American Fur Co. in 1819. At that time 
their residence property occupied the en- 
tire block, Olive and Pine and Levee to 
Maih, then the center of the city. 

Miss Brazeau at the time of her mar- 
riage was the belle of St. Louis, and was 
often spoken of as the handsomest wo- 
man in the West. 

Her father was quite wealthy for those 
times, and her marriage was a_ society 
event of no little importance. 

Mrs. Welles has living two sons, five 
daughters, two daughters-in-law. four sons- 
in-law, twenty-five grandchildren, three 
Breat grandchildren, a total of forty-one 
persons, and strange to relate, nearly 
every one of them now resides in St. Louis. 

The family is thus not only the oldest in 
the Mound City, but is the largest. 

Mrs. Welles was the wife of George Grif- 
fin Welles of the old dry goods firm of 
Boggs, Briggs & Co., Philadelphia. This 
house was at the time of the marriage 
eT: wpe establishment in the East. 
‘One of Mrs. Welles’ daughters is Mrs. 
M. J. Lee, who resides at 3144A Lafayette 
avenue. She says that her mother had a 
rich fund of information concerning the 
early days of St. Louis, in years long be- 
fore Dickens made his memorable trip to 
this city, and that she frequently related 
the most interesting stories of ‘life that 
Was then on the frontier.

SENATE SUB-COMMITTEE MAKES 
ITS REPORT.

WHAT THE CONSULS SAY. 


The Newspaper Stories Are More Than 
: Borne Out by the Official 
Accounts. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 13.—The 
Senate Committee on Foreign Relations to- 
day had the Cuban question under consider- 
ation on the basis of the report of the sub- 
committee appointed yesterday to confer 
with the President and Secretary Sherman. 
The report was prepared by Senators Davis 
and Foraker, the Republican members of 
the sub-committee; Senator Morgan, the 
Democratic member, deetining to’ partici- 
pate in it. 

The report consisted of a.concise state- 
ment of the contents of official reports from 
American Consuls in Cuba, bringing the in- 
formation up to within a week of the pres- 
ent time. 

This report confirms the newspaper re- 
ports as to the situation of affairs in the 
‘sland and even goes further in depicting 
a deplorable situation than do most of the 
newspaper stories. 

Especial stress is laid upon the condition 
of American citizens in the island. Of these 
it is positively asserted that there are hur- 
dreds in a starving condition and wretch- 
edly clad. Deaths of Americans from star- 
vation are daily reported. They are scat- 
tered in all parts of the island,” and are 
shown no considerat'on whatever becauece 
of their American citizenship. 

They are generally persons who live on 
the plantations, but who have been driven 
from their homes to the towns, and who, 
being among strangers and without em- 
ployment, are compelled to subsist on al- 
most nothing. They are not allowed to re- 
turn to their plantations, even to pick ber- 
ries or secure the least article of subsis- 


tence, They are theoretically under the 
care of tne Spanish army, but the army is 
without a commissariat. hey have no 
means of leaving the island. Their con- 
dition is pronounced wholly deplorable. 
The committee was especially impressed 
this recital and the opinion was gen- 
erally expressed that the situation should 
be remedied if possible. It was considered 
as placing even a worse aspect upon the 
question of our relations to Cuba than the 
imprisonment of Americans, of which there 
now comparatively few instances. 
report also indicates a generaliy 
condition of all the inhab‘tants 
island because of the scarcity of 
food and money and especially in the 
centers of population and because also of 
malignant diseases, such as yellow fever, 
smallpox and dysentery. These diseases 
the natives withstand with comparative 
ease, but they are especially oppressive to 
the Spanish soldiers. 

The reperts indicate that the Spanish 
army is not so strong now as it Was a year 
ago, largely on account of these ravages, 
while they indicate no diminution of the 
insurgent forces. 

The reports upon which the sub-commit- 
tee’s brief was based were from various 
Consuls, including Consul-General Lee. 
They make no recommendations as to 
American policy, but merely give the sit- 
uation as they see it. 

in view of the developments in the com- 
mittee Senator Morgan agreed not to press 
the consideration of his resolution to-day, 
but he will make an effort to have the 
question made the unfinished ,business on 
Monday at 2 o’clock. This acquiesence on 
the Alabama Senator's part.to temvorary 
delay is understood to be given under the 
impression that it will result in bring_ng 
to the resolution the support of the entire 
Committee on Foreign Relations, 

This will, of course, materially strengthen 
the resolution in the Senate and, it is be- 
lieved by its friends, will expedite its pass- 
age there. 

It is now probable that the committee 
will not make any formal report and that 
the correspondence will not be given to the 
public for the present. 


The delay by the Senate Committee on 
Foreign Relations in taking no action unt'] 
Monday is for the purpose of giving the 
President an opportunity to act. Repre- 
Sentations have been made to him that there 
is necessity for immediate action. It has 
also been represented that the matter of 
recognition ought to be by the executive, 
and not by the Iegislative branch of the 
government. The President has been urged 
also to take some steps looking to the re- 
lief of the starving Americans in Cuba. It 
is the belief of members of the committee 
that the President will take action before 
Monday, but if nothing is done by that 
time there is no doubt the comm('ttee will 
urge the Morgan resolution in the strongest 
terms possible. 

There will be a practically unanfmous 
expression of opinion in favor of the reso- 
lution by the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee. Some may raise the constitutienal 
question against the bill, but will not urge 
it very hard. At the same time, will 
express sympathy with Cuba and say that 
some action ought to be taken, but main- 
tain the action should be by the Executiy-, 
and not by Congress. 

Members of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee have recommended to the President 
that if necessary to secure the landing of 
food and clothing to relieve the wants of 
Americans, they should be accompanied 
by an American warship. The President 
has listened to this advice, but has not in- 


they 


dicated his intention to act upon it. 

The committee has a list of heads of fam- 
lies representing over 100 Americans, who 
are said to be in a starving condition. They 
are represented to be corraled “in towns 
and unable to get out for food, even if they 
had the money to procure it.” 

The correspondence represents that there 
are thousands of Cubans in this condition. 


NO CHANGE OF POLICY. 


The Administration Not Prepared to 
Act at Present. 
WASHINGTON, D. C.. May 13.—An im- 
portant conference held at the White House 
between President McKinley and Senators 
Davis, Foraker and Morgan of the Foreign 
Relations Committee was the result of the 
decision reached by the committee not to 
continue the debate in the Senate on Sen- 
ator Morgan's resolution recognizing the 
belligerency of the Cubans untii the exact 
policy of the administration had been de- 
fined. This was partly due to the semi- 
official announcement made by Senator 
Foraker that the administration had its 
own policy and would treat the Cuban 
question in & proper way when the time 


members of the committee plainly 
asked the President what he intended to do. 
In confidence he told them that it was not 
his purpose at the present to change the 
attitude Of the administration or to do any- 
thing which could be construed by Spain 
as a manifestation of sympathy with the 
insurgents. For that reason, he said, he 
had refrained from sending warships to 
Havana to protect the interests of Amert- 
cans. The President told the Senators that 
80 long as the status quo was maintained 
and until overt acts were committed by 
the Spanish involving the lives or property 
of American citizens, the administration 
would not change its existing policy. 
rhe Senators asked for some official in- 
formation about the state of affa'rs in 
Cuba and complained because this informa- 
tion had been held back. The President re- 
plied that if the official reports of Consul- 
General Lee and other consuls on the island 
were made public they would inevitably 
provoke a riot in Havana. He said that he 
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ose of 
vommunicating the information, It is prob- 


e that no reports will actually be sent to 
the committee, but that the Chairman and 
certa’'n members will be permitted to read 
the reports on file in the State Department, 

From what the President said and from 
what is already known of the tenor of the 
Consul-General’s reports, it is evident that 
Gen. Lee’s sympathies are with the insurg- 


ents. 

Besides the Investigation of the Ruiz case, 
it is said that one of the main purposes of 
Mr. Calhoun’s visit to Havana will be to 
establish the truth of the statements made 
by Gen Lee and other Consular agents of 
they United States. ' 

A conference was also held.at Secretary 
Sherman’s home to decide what part of the 
official reports from Cuba should be given 
to the ar hony through the press. The mem- 
-bers of the Foreign Relations Committee 
who visited the White House were present. 
It was the general opinion that the Ad- 
ministration should deal frankly with the 
press regarding Cuban information and that 
nothing should be given out for the purpose 
of misleading the public or concealing the 
true situation. 


PLANTER ATKYNS’ REPORT. 


Mr. McKinley Listens to It in the Cab- 
inet Room. 


WASHINGTON, May 13.—President Mc- 
Kinley devoted two hours to-day to Lsten- 
ing to an unofficial report on the Cuban 
situation as given him by Edwin T. At- 
kyns of. Boston, who has extensive sugar 
plantations in Cuba. Mr. Atkyns is a warm 
personal friend of Secretary Long and has 
just returned from Cuba, and to-day the 
Secretary accompanied him to the White 
House. They arrived shortly after 10 
o’clock and were immediately shown into 
the Cabinet room. The Pres-dent sent for 
Judge Day, the Assistant Secretary of 
State, and the distinguished trio for two 
hours Iistened to Mr. Atkyns’ exposition of 
the Cuban situation as indicated by the 
military operations and with relation to 
the American interests on the island. Dur- 
ine the conference all] visitors were e€X- 
cluded, many Senators and Representa- 
tives being denied admission.

The Great Guerrilla Causes Excitement 
at Havana. 

HAVANA, May 13.—For the last few days 
Havana has been in an uproar over the 
movements of Gen. Gomez. Several times 
large detachments from his army have 
passed from Matanzas Province into Ha- 
vana territory. All the outside garrisons in 
Havana have been hastily re-enforced, 
troops have been transferred from polnt to 
point and earthworks put up to command 
the approach on the main roads. Gomezs 
movements were rapid and somewhat ec- 
eentric. and no sooner would the Spaniards 
learn of his presence ai one point than he 
would be reported at another. It is not 
thought here that Gomez has any des‘gns 
on Havana. Several Spanish detachments 
that were sent out to meet him have fared 
disastrously, one column under Col. Jesus 
del Mortaz having fallen into an ambush. 
Another column was met by the insurgents 
near Benbow, and after half a day's fight- 
ing was forced to retreat, leaving seventy 
dead on the field.

This statement is 
doubted, however, but it is certain that 
Tanner called four of the Humphrey bill 
leaders into his presence and told them he 
would never sign them.

APPORTIONMENT.

Rev. Dr. John C. Calnon, pastor of the 
Presbyterian Church at Kingfisher, O. T., 
enlivened Thursday’s proceedings of the Di- 
vine Scientists, who are in convention at 
Masonic Temple.

attendance as an interested spectator, and 
Was invited to express his views on the 
pending subject of ‘“Immortality.”” Dr. 
Calnon is short of stature, but with broad 
shoulders, fine eyes, gray hair and mus- 
tache, and that peculiar formation of head 
known as “square.’’

There is a prepond- 
erance of high, intellectual foreheads, and 
the general head development supposed to 
indicate thoughtfulness and force of char- 
acter.

The programme for the morning session 
contained no set speeches. It was devoted 
entirely to the subject of ‘Immortality,’ 
and open to discussion from the entire con- 
vention.

Dr. William H. Ford of St. Louis is the 
inventor of the automatic switch board, 
by which telephorfes may be connected or 
disconnected by merely hanging the re- 
ceiver “upon the hook” or lifting it off. 
Dr. Ford lives at 3601 Lindell avenue. He 
ig an elderly gentleman, who has spent 
almost twenty years perfecting his elec- 
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trical devices, of which he has several, 
but his chief work—and his greatest tri- 
umph, from an inventor’s standpoint—is 
his automatic switch. 

It is regarded as a valuable patent. When 
the doctor had secured his patent a com- 
pany was formed in St. Louis to manu- 


facture the instruments, but there were 
few practical business men in the com- 
pany, and no progress was made. 

Then the Harrison International Tele- 
phone Co. bought out the switch company, 
with the Ford patents, for a million dol- 
lars, payable wholly in inflated stock, and 
the switch company as a company went 
out of existence, 

Dr. Ford is disinclined to talk about his 
inventions or his experiences with the Har- 
rison Telephone-Co. 

“I gion’t see that it can do any good,” 
he sid, “and it may injure our cause in 
the *courts.”’ Finally, however, he an- 
ewered certain questions about the present 
status of his patents. 


He said: “The patents are all right. The 
Bell people are, it is true, using instruments 
based upon the same principles as mine, 
but they are in no wise like mine. My 
patents are just as valuable as ever they 
were, The reason they have not been 
manufactured and introduced is that the 
Harrison Telephone people have made no 
effort to do so. We sold out to them on 
the express understanding that they were 
to proceed with the manufacture of the 
switch boards, introduce them on their own 
lines, and perhaps create a demand for 
them elsewhere. They never did a thing. 
They simply uséd the Ford patents to blow 
about and help foist their own inflated 
stock upon the market. They never con- 
structed but three machines, I believe, and 
those were fof exhibition purposes. 

“They could never raise money for any- 
thing. They had no money in fact. The 
big promoters refused to put up a cent, 
Finally, as I believe, the company’s affairs 
got into the hands of two or three indi- 
viduals who started out to wreck it, and 
they have nearly succeeded. 

“But the patents are all right—both the 
Harrison microphone and my switchboards, 
and now that the Berliner decision upsets 
sO many opponents of Bell, the Harrison 
st will be more valuable than ever, 
or Bell’s opponents must take up the Har- 
rison ’phones or go out of business. 

“I don’t think the Harrison’ bona fide 
stockholders should be wholly discouraged. 
We are now in a fair way to get control 
of the company. All that we need to do 
then is to reorganize, squeeze the water 
out of the infiated capital, cancel every 
Share of stock issued without equivalent, 
and brine the thing down to a business 
basis. But the present officers of the com- 
pany must be ousted, their doings in the 
past, so far as possible, undone, and the 
company restored to all its rights and pos- 
sessions.” 


“Doctor, in a general way, what is the 
reason the Harrison Telephone Company 
did not find greater favor with the invest- 
ing public?’ 

“Oh, they were many. The enormously 
inflated capital of $80,000,000, which every- 
body knew to be wind, was one thing that 
did not inspire confidence. Then while the 

romoters were big enough men, everybody 
new that they had no moneyed interest 

in the company. The actual managers were 
unknown men—very small fish, and their 
methods of business were  picayunish. 
Finally they cut the capital down to $40,- 
“000,000, but that did no good. Even that 
was entirely too much. A capital stock of 
not more than $5,090,000 would have been 
ample, and at least half of that should 
have becn paid in by bona fide investors. 

“But, I repeat, I don’t want to talk about 
the company’s affairs. I will only say the 
patents are all right and just as valuable 
as ever. The. Harrison Telephone Co, is not 
dead by any means. It simply wants to be 
purged of some very bad elements, reor- 
ganized on another basis, and then we shall 
go ahead swimmingly.”’ 

Dr. C. A. Peterson says he has made an- 
other discovery concerning the doings of 
President L. E. Ingalls of the Houseman 
Telephone Co. Reference has been made to 
the $25,000 electrical plant at Fort Smith, 
which is the chief tangible property of the 
company. Under the alleged bogus con- 
tract between the telephone company and 
the telephone construction company, this 
property was transferred to the latter com- 
pany. Dry. Peterson now says that the con- 
6truction company has sold the plant to 
the Pan Telephone Co. of Fort Smith, a 
little concern. of which L. E. Ingalls is 
president, and W. H. H. Clayton, Powell 
Clayton’s brother, is vice-president. 

Thus- we have the spectacle of L. E. In- 
Walls, president of the telephone company, 
Selling the plant to L. E. Ingalls as presi- 
dent of the construction company, and L. 
FE. Ingalls, as president of the construction 
company, selling it again to L. E. Ingalls 
as President of the Pan Telephone Co. of 
Fort Smith. 

Dr. Peterson characterizes these trans- 
actions as “bare-faced frauds’’ and threat- 
ens to send somebody to the penitentiary 
on account of them. 

Dr. Peterson also laughs at Mr. Kerens’ 
statement, telephoned from Washington, 
cast he has had nothing to do with the 
siarrison Telephone Co. for a long time.

The defeat of the Humfhrey bills of 
infamy in the Illinois House is a splendid

She 
sued him for salary under her contract, and

Uncle Sam had no sooner 
a yellow basis, by having 
Stamped on gold, his 
rapidly from very bad to a great 
worse. The men who had been 
in the lead mines lost their situations, and 
they and their families were added to the 
great army of importunate and vehement 
seekers after work, thereby augmenting the 
general distress, like fresh fuel thrown into 
& conflagration or a new river opened into 
a flooded district. Loss of work and wages 
reduced their ability to consume, and an- 
other broad outlet for trade was closed 
against Uncle Sam’s dairy. The mines 
were shut down and their machinery and 
buildings, representing many millions in 
value, became as worthless as old rubbish. 

All this property disappeared from the 
assessment lists as completely as if it had 
been dropped into a hole, and no longer 
contributing anything to the general - 
penses, the burden was vastly increased 
other kinds of property that remained.

This plan seemed like a very complicated 
affair, and Uncle Sam was suspicious of it, 
because he noticed that the leader of the 
slick rascals winked his eye and curled his 
finger at the side of his nose while explain- 
ing it. 

Uncle Sam was a slow thinker. It took a 
g00d while for a new ide@ to get properly 
located in his head; but when it got there, 
right-side up, it generally remained. He 
went away, therefore, into a quiet corner 
of his farm, and sat down in the shade 
of a spreading elm, and threw the whole 
weight of his mind into an earnest con- 
sideration of the plan proposed by the slick 
rascals. First, he gave attention to the “‘in- 
trinsic” value theory which they had sug- 
gested to him, and the more he thought 
about it the less he liked it.

That is an ab- 
surgity! Suppose he should go on a voyage 
across the sea, and be wrecked on a barren 
rock, what good would his farm in his 
pocket do him then? In sucha crisis would 
not a jug of water and a loaf of bread 
possess more ‘intrinsic’ value than all the 
gold in the world? There cannot be ‘in- 
trinsic’ value in anything except that 
which supplies food and comfort to living 
creatures. Therefore, all value is, or should 
be, in property, and money is merely a 
medium for the exchange of different kinds 
of property. 

‘‘Money is not value itself, but a certificate 
of value. If you put value into money you 
destroy its natural function, and make it a 
commodity, and thus reduce all trading to 
barter, which brings you right back to bar- 
barism. Money, being a commodity, will 
naturally fluctuate in value, under the law 
of supply and demand, inflating prices when 
it is abundant and cheap, and producing 
panic and ruin when it is scarce and dear, 
While these conditions exist we cannot have 
permanent prosperity, but we will continue 
having good times and bad timés in aiternat- 
ing periods. The best money is that which 
has no ‘intrinsic’ value, but is merely an 
evidence of value. This is absolute money. 
When we get that kind of money and keep 
the supply at a definite and fixed ratio in 
proportion to population, we will have no 
more panics. hen all values will be gov- 
aes by the natural laws of supply and de- 
mand. 

“And this brings me down to the plan 
proposed by my foreign guests. I owe 
these men a lot of money, for which I have 
g‘ven them my notes, bearing interest, Now 
they propose to deposit my notes with me 
as collateral security for an equal amount 
of their own notes to be loaned to the 
people. Then they wil] draw interest on their 
own debts, and they will aiso get interest 
on .the debt I owe them. That Is 
something like the Indian’s turkey and buz- 
zard story. Where do I and the ~<e 
come in? There is nothing back of this 
whole scheme except my notes. Their notes 
are all wind. But they say that my notes 
stand as security for their notes! Really, 
this thing is so complicated that it makes 
my head swim! Anyway, it is perfectly 
clear that these fellows will get double in- 
terest—first on the money they have loaned 
me, then on the wind they loan to the 
people; and the people will pay the whole 
thing, for of course shall add my interest 
to the price of milk, just as ‘Jones he pays) 
the freight.’ This double interest will! 
amount to say, 12 or 15 per cent, at which 
rate principal, wind, interest and all wil! be- 
long to these rascals in about six or seven 
ears. This is a beautiful game indeed!

THE THEORY THAT MEDICALMEN | 


ALONE SHOULD PRACTICE 
HYPNOTISM CRITICISED. 


The resolution passed by the Board of 
Health, having for its object the restriction 
of the practice of hypnotism to expert 
practitioners—inferentially medical practi- 
tiloners—will doubtless encounter opposition 
from the believers in the art of Mesmer 
who are not medical practitioners. The fol- 
lowing communications represent the other 
side of the case. That of the late M. 5. 
Beckwith was written on his death bed 
when the subject was being agitated. He 
died a few days later. 

HYPNOTISM AND THE MEDICAL PRO- 
FESSION. 

The main thought of confining hypnotism 
to recognized practitioners seems to have 
originated in the erudite and fertile brain 
of Dr. Hughes—a man who has contributed 
much to the sum of human Knowledge in 
the English vituperative vocabulary. Dr. 
Hughes’ seething brain boils over (fre- 
quently, and he then spreads the frothigs 
on paper, thus increasing the profits of the 
manufacturer of printer’s ink—‘‘and doing 
good against his will.” 

This Dr. Hughes—better described per- 
haps in the words of John Kendrick Bangs 
in that funny little book, as funny in its 
way as one of Dr. Hughes’ articles, as an 
*“Wecarat sciolist’’—this Dr. Hughes is 
stirred to the depths of his sensitive soul 
at the horrid evils of hypnotism, and wants 
the practice thereof restricted to members 
of the “medical fraternity’’—as he calls it. 

It-is right that the miscellaneous practice 
of hypnotism be checked; that practice 
which I m'‘ght call ‘show window hypno- 
tism,’’ productive neither of good for the 
victim nor of a better understanding of 
psychic phenomena. 

It is to the remedy prescribed by Dr. 
Hughes that all fair-minded and intelligent 
people will object, and strenuously. The 
@rrogant assumption to the ‘‘medic*l fra- 
tern:ty’’ of a monopoly of brains and morals 
is at least refreshing. It is time some one 
stuck a pin—brazen or otherwise does not 
matter—into the doctor’s froth-bubbles and 
let it be seen of what they are made— 
wind, 

The ca!m, cool, confidence with which he 
insinuates and evidently expects people to 
belleve that -hypnotism is quite safe from 
danger of being perverted to base uses if 
in the hands of M. D.’s is simply captivat- 
ing in originality and assurance. 

Since when, Doctor, did the profession, so 
full of members, so full of profession, be- 
come, a8 a class, more highly moral and 
intelligent than all others? Why not in- 
trust all experiments in mental phenomena 
to the clergy? As Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes truly said, they have more culture 
and intelligence than the doctors, though 
as a counterclaim he urges that to a per- 
son in extremes sending for the doctor is 


not quite so suggestive as death as sending | 


for the minister. 

To anyone, medical or medicated—i, e., 
doctor or doctored—who will in a free and 
unprejudiced mind ponder the cold hard 
facts of the case, it is most evident that 
freely to permit the doctors, and the doc. 
tors alone, to exercise a power he asserts 
is dangerous to both physical and mental 
health, is highly unsafe, as the doctors are 
not thvroughly inoculated with impeeca- 
bility. He further says that this power 
can be debased to the uses of the criminal 
and the Immoral. 

That this is true is doubtful—more than 
doubtful. 

BY the class, of which Dr. Hughes is one, 
holding that hypnotism can be the agent of 
crime this aspect will not be considered for 
& moment; they will shriek and scream 
“Crime! Crime!" and prate of the dangers 
of nypnotian. Altheugh they endeavor to 
magnify the danger, I do not wish to appear 
as endeavoring to minify it, for Senger |

there certainly is, but not in the direction 
Dr. Hughes would have us believe. ; 

Negative experiments, such as Dr, James 
hostlers picking one another's pockets, or 
of women (or men) stabbing people with 
paper daggers, this always under the most 
avorable conditions, are absolutely worth- 
less—worthless alike for showing extent to 
which hypnotism can be used as an in- 
centive to crime or for demonstrating a 
hypnotist’s power over a subject. In all 
such experiments the subject knows the 
consequences that would follow were the 
crime actual, will not follow. In addition, 
the subject is spurred on by the desire of 
praise; as a rule, subjects are proud of 
their accomplishment and the sweet incense 
of praise is as welcome to the nostril of 
the hypnotic subject as it is to the super- 
cilious nose of the “medical fraternity.” 

In the various platform exderiments in 
which those of us who wish may have the 
pleasure (7?) of seeing a fellow-creature 
stuck with pins, made drunk on water, and 
so on through the repertory of platform ex- 
periments there is that which should, in 
fact does, teach the broad-minded observer 
the truth of the statement that hypnotism 
cannot become the agent of the criminal 
class. True, criminals might hypnotize one 
another, but they do not as a closs seem 
desirous of unnecessary experiments and 
operations, wherein they differ from other 
professions that might be mentioned. 

At these platform experiments (to quote 
a recent authority on the question) ‘“‘to give 
an undoubted scientific value, a few doctors 
af physic are invited to be present, not be- 
cause they knew anything about 
psychology of hypnotism, but 
because it is well known they 
have heard something about the latter sci- 
ence, and they are just. now. deeply inter- 
ested in proving that hypnotism, in the 
hands of any one outside of the medical 
profession, must necessarily be employed 
for the perpétration of crime.”’ 

How well this fits the present attitude of 
Dr. Hughes and his associates is for the 
reader to determine. 

In these platform experiments, when a 
subject flatly refuses to obey commands of 
the operator and persists jin the refusal, the 
incident is regarded as merely amusing and 
is passed off with a few jocular remarks 
from the operator or audience. It is worthy 
of note that in “tests in the interest of 
science” or otherwise, no subject can be 
made do anything against his or her prin- 
ciples, no matter how great the hypnotist’s 
control seems to be. A man who lives gin- 
cerely on the total abstinence plan, indig- 
nantly spurns the invitation to go on a cold 
water spree; some cannot be made to re- 
move even their coats in the presence of an 
audignece; a devout Roenan Catholic can- 
not be forced to do anythin which 
in any manner seems to. bilas heme 
or make a mock of his religion. 
By the way of test let Dr. James Nhyp- 
notize a member of some secret fraternity, 
say a Mason or Knight Templar. Then, in 
the presence of those not of that order to 
which the subject belongs, compel the sub- 
ject to reveal the secrets of this order. 

The doctor will more fully appreciate the 
sweet uses of adversity when he fatls. The 
subject will not reveal these secrets be- 
cause a betrayal in the study is as vital as 
one any where. As Moll says: The more 
repugnant the acting, the more likely it is 
to be omitted. (Dr. Abbott Moll: Hypno- 
tism.) If such request is persisted in, the 
subject frequently wakes with a nervous 
shock: sometimes requests operator to wake 


him. 

All experiments, such as pocket-picking 
among friends or paper dagger stabbing 
count for nothing to prove danger from 
hypnotism. Sometimes a stage dagger with 
sliding blade is substituted for paper, or 
subject “‘shoots’’ some one with an unloaded 
firearm, but the princtple is the same in 
all. The subject is surrounded by friends: 
implicitly relies on the integrity of the hy P- 
notist, knowing he will be caused to 
nothing that could bring him into danger, 
from either physical or legal causes; he en- 
ters into the spirit of the occasion deter- 
mined to do his best to please all—hypno- 
tist and audience, and all three—hypnotist, 
subject and audience wishing to see ‘this 
scientific test carried to a successful termi- 
nation,’’ that is, to agree with their ideas. 

To quote Prof. Bernheim: “One should 
first be aware of the fact that in all de- 
grees of hypnosis the eubject hears and un- 
derstands everything, even though he, may 
appear inert and passive. Sometimes the 
senses are particularly sharp in this state 
of special concentration, as if all the ner- 
vous activity were accumulated in the organ 
of which the attention is solicited.” 

And allow me again to quote Moll: “There 
are important differences of opinion about 
the offences which hypnotic subjects may 
be caused to commit. Liegeois, who has dis- 
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cussed the legal side of the question of hyp- 


notism in a scientific manner, thinks this 
danger very great, while Gilles de la Tour- 
ette, Pierre Janet, Benedickt and others, 
deny it altogether. 

“There is no doubt that subjects may. be 
induced to commit all sorts of imaginary 
crimes in one study. I have made hardly 
any such suggestions, and I have small ex- 
perience on the point. In any case a re- 
petition of them is superfiuous. 

“If the conditions of the experiment are 
not changed it is useless to repeat it merely 
to confirm what we already know. And 
these criminal suggestions are not altogeth- 
er pleasant. I certainly do not believe that 
they injure the moral state of the subject, 
for the suggestion may be negatived and 
forgotten. But these laboratory experi- 
ments prove nothing, because some traces 
of consciousness always remains to tell the 
subject he is playing a comedy, conse- 
quently he will offer a slizhter resistance. 
He will more readily try to commit murder 
with a paper than with a real dagger, be- 
cause, as we have seen, he almost always 
dimly realizes his real situation. These ex- 
periments, carried out by Liegeois. Foreaux 
and others in their studies do not, therefore, 
prove danger.”’ 

True, some of the Nancy school regard 
any insinuation that crime cannot be com- 
mitted through hypnotism as a denial! of the 
un versal law of suggestion. ‘inhey assert 
that crime and even suicide can be caused 
by suggestion. 

As shown in the evident failure of the 
best hypnotists always to contro] their sub- 
jects outo-suggestion absolutely forestalls 
any criminal practice of the operator 
through the subject. 

And as for suicide! The primary instinct 
is self-preservation, and desire of life, until, 
indeed, just before inevitable death, or in 
the lack of desire for living, in those whose 
period of usefulness is over. Mrs. Beecher, 
if I may rely on usually creditable news- 
paper reports, expressed the desire for the 
end and a repugnance to prolonged ex- 
istence, the period of usefulness passed. 
But as for suicide, the unconscious auto- 
Sugestion of the selectéd ‘victim’ would 
fosapieteny overcome all outside sugges- 
ion. 

The doctor further declares it is danger- 
ous to mental and physical health. This is 
true under certain conditions. But most 
of the cases where injury results are those 
in which the cause is not known, {. e., in 
Which the cause is attributed to other than 
its proper cause, ex. gr. spiritism. I have 
no desire to rouse the watch dogs of spirit- 
ism into argumentative mood but the 
phenomena of spiritism are all explicable 
on other than supernatural grounds. The 
medium fancies himself (or herself) under 
control of spirits when really in a state of 
hypnosis. In thinking, so they err; and 
error is always dangerous. I refer to the 

true and genuine’ mediums; not to fakes 
of whom almost every. spiritist has 
recollections usually bitter and sometimes 
expensive. 

But the practice referred to cannot be re- 
stricted by legislation. By education, and 
by education only, can this science attain 
its fll importance in all psychological 
study and its full value as a therapeutic 
agent, : 

And to what extent would it ever be 
thus used by the profession that drove 
Mesmer into dishonored exile because he 
dared to heal the sick without the aid of 
pill or powder? 

The fearless and truth-seeking investi- 
gation of all hypnotic, or psychic, phenom- 
ena is of no less importance to the psychol- 
ogist than to the physician. For it is on 
psychological grounds alone that it can 
ever attain such utility as will enable 
poor, persecuted, purged humankind to 
throw physic to the dogs and call in the 

kind chirurgeon of the healing art’ only 
in surgical cases. 

But hypnotism possesses a value far 
transcending its worth as a substitute for 
drugs, and it is to be hoped that the work- 
ing psychological students will be permittel 
to pursue their studies in peace, or at least 
till the physicians demonstrate their great- 
er store of intellect and virtue. 

And this reminds me, there has been 
great old coll about danger of sexual 
crimes. Tyue it is, the hypnotist that 
practices in private has opportunities that 
would, under ordinary conditions, give him 
an advantage over subjects of opposite sex, 
but, in the nature of things, this advantage 
is immeasurably less than that poasessed 
by physicians in their common course of 
practice. 

This constant braying of ‘‘wolf!"’ Whew! 
The only real danger is being kicked up 
by the jackass. The monumental mendaci- 
ty of those who attempt to arrogate 
themselves al) ability, all brains and all 
righteousness is both disgusting and amus- 
ing to those blessed with broadmindedness. 

If the practice of hypnotism must be re- 
stricted, there is Dut one class to whom 
the practice and responsibility for proper 
interpretation of mental phenomena should 
be intrusted. This class is composed of in- 
vestigators in the psychological laborato- 
ries of the great universities, and honest, 
earnest students of mind and soul, who, 
“with appliances and means to boot’’ for 
careful, conscientious study, can be 
trusted.

JUPITER, GIANT OF PLANETS. 


How It Compares Wjth the Tiny Globe 
Inhabited by the Human Race. 


In point of brilliancy Jup‘ter has only one 
competitor and superior among the starry 
hosts, and that is Venus. It reached its 
point of opposition to the sun Feb. 23, says 
an exchange, and now rises in the early 
evening, and will continue to be an even- 
ing star until the middle of August. On 
Sept.. 13 !t will reach its point of superior 
conjunction. At that date it will be 575,000,000 
miles from us. Its present distance is about 
400,000,000 miles.

lived in Jupiter he would be a youth of 6 

summers. It is a law governing the planets 

in their annual journey that the longer the 
sopmey the more deliberate their gait. Thus 
ercury has the shortest journey, but it Is 

a rustler, averaging more than twenty-five 
miles a second. Our earth, with a longer 
‘trip, slackens her speed to about nineteen 
miles a second. Jupiter, with his long voy- 

age before him, takes a gait of eight miles a 

second; Neptune, with an annual journey of 

more than 8,000,000,000 miles before him, as 
if realizing the necessity of husbanding his 
strength, gets down to a gait of three and 
one-half miles a second. 

Very appropriately Jupiter is known as 
the giant planet. It is larger than ali the 
other planets combined. Its equatorial] di- 
ameter is a little more than 8, miles. It 
is far more flattened at the poles than our 
earth. The equatorial and polar diameter 
of the latter varies only twenty-six miles, 
| while the variation of Jupiter is 5,000 miles. 
' As its diameter is eleven times that of our 
earth its relative size is found by cubing 
eleven, which gives us 1,331. 

While Jupiter is so sluggish and so much 
slower than the earth in its motion on _ its 
yearly journey, yet in a contest of speed in 
daily motion on its axis it makes the earth 
‘hide its head. % makes @ complete 
rotation in ten hours. A point on its equator 
will travel a mile while a point.on our equa- 
‘tor will go about eighty yards. If a point 
‘on our equator should move with such a 
| velocity there would be only about thirty 
‘minutes from sunrise to sunset, But there 
would be no one in the region of our equator 
to see the sun rise or set. Everything mov- 
able in that region — be hurled off into 
space by centrifugal force. 
| MAithough in size Jupiter is 400 times 

larger, yet In relative density it is only one- 

fourth that of our earth. In volume it 
would make 1,400 earths; but to make them 
as dense as our earth we should have @ 
little more than 300. This lack of density on 
| the part of Jupiter is what we might ex- 
ipect from the nebular hypothesis. As a 
/ rule the density of planets increases as their 
| distance from ___ the sun qecnsasee. 

Though the relative density of Jupiter is 

so much less than that of the earth yet 
‘because of its greater masa the attrac- 

tive force for bodies on its surface is far 
greater than on our earth.

Mre. C. C. Bradford of Denver, Colo., who 
- Was brought to St. Louis by the Woman's 
Bryan Club to make epeeches in behalf of 
Miss Belle Norman, the woman candidate 
for School Director, ts a facile and fluent 
conversationalist. She has vast faith in the 
exercise of the right of suffrage by women 
as a panacea-for all political ille, and is 
ready to maintain by vigorous argument 
that the broader end deeper woman's 
knowledge is the bettter equipped ‘she is 
for maternity. 

She is a New Yorker by birth and has 
the physical characteristics of the practical 
up-to-date New England woman, Slender, 
clear eyed, with a fine forehead and well 
formed, determined chin and mouth and a 
penetrating voice she might pose as a 
model for the advanced matron. She ap- 
pears to be less than forty years old. 

“T have been a public speaker four years,” 
gaid Mrs. Bradford. “I was the first woman 


ever nominated for a State office in Col- 
orado.

*“‘No,”’ replied Mrs. Bradford, “the un- 
fortunate class does not seem to care to 
vote. In our State—in fact in all the States 
where full suffrage obtains—this class is 
- oe however, that it is hardly appre- 
Cciable.’”’ 

This statement will surprise those per- 
s0ns who have placed credence in the sto- 
ries of men who know the seamy side of 
life in Denver. 

“The percentage of insanity, crime, idio- 
cy, pauperism and divorces are smaller in 
the suffrage States than in any others in 
the Union,”’ continued Mrs. Bradford, ‘‘and 
those are the principal ills to which the 
political body fs heir 

‘Do you find that the exercise of suffrage 
tends to decrease the number of maf- 
riages?”’ 

fe do not. It decreases divorces but 
not marriages. It is clear that the perfect 
union can only result from perfect equality. 
No wife who is half a handwoman can per- 
form all the duties of a helpmeet so weil 
as the woman who understands the duties 
of citizenship. We are very fond of our 
home making women in the West. 

e argument of the anti-suffragists that 
women do not want the ballot does not 
stand for an instant in the face of the 
atatistics. In Denver 62 per cent of the 
voters are women. In the State 51 per cent 
@re women, yet there are 30,000 more men 
than women in Colorado who are qualified 
to vote. We find also that the advantage 
the female vote gives to the side of purity 
in politics brings out a class of reputable 
gnaie voters who hitherto stayed at home 
Because, Shey 6 SY it was no use voting— 
the ri control and could mot be 
beaten, 

“WwW Soentns has had full suffrage for 
twenty-eight years. The result is apparent 
in the educational laws. Every child in the 
State is required to have six months’ school- 
ing every year, even if a teacher has to be 
sent fifty miles to an isolated farmhouse to 

one pupil.’”’ 

“What do you think of Miss Norman?” 

“She impresses me as a splendid charac- 
ter. She has shown her ability as a busi- 
ness woman by ‘amassing a competency, 
and she has demonstrated her capacity for 
looking after the interests of children by 
rearing her younger brothers and sisters. 
She hag had more experience in this last 
respect than many a mother. She is a 
se of the public schools, a cultured. 

telligent woman, with a fine sympathy for 
and comprehension of the needs of children, 
and a well developed business capacity.

of Equalization. The latter {s the most 
generally accepted theory. In either event, 
itis a fact that the private car designed for 
the special use of 'Frisco magnates went to 
the Southwest along with the Board of 
Equalization. The car being an inanimate 
object, can give no account of the trip. It 
therefore remains for the members of the 
board to explain the coincidence. 

The average thinking Missourl citizen is 
of the opinion that when a party of State 
officers go about to determine the value of 
railroad property the presence of private 
cars materially detracts from the con- 
sistency of the occasion. 

The Board of Equalization is composed of 
the Governor, Auditor, Secretary of State, 
State Treasurer and Attorney General. Gov, 
Stephens and Attorney General Crow are 
not with the party that is now making a 
tour of the State. At least these two offi- 
cers did not start from St. Louis with the 
other members of the board, and it is under- 
stood that the Governor does not consider 
{t incumbent upon him to join the party 
at any point of the jaunt. 

It is believed in political c'reles that 
the Governor was aware that a private car 
was in readiness for the party, and that 
this probably had something to do with 
keeping him at home. 

Some people’ well informed about State 
affairs argue that there is reatly no need 
for the annual inspection of railroad prop- 
erty. Within the past five years there 
has been but little railroad bulidinz--in 
many parts of the State none at ail—con- 
Fequently the inspection previously made 
might be allowed to furnish the basis fer 
adjustment and equalization until some- 
thing new is done by the railroali com- 
panies. 

Farm values are adjusted by the board 
without inspection and the farmers of the 
State are wondering why it is that so much 
attention is being given to terminal points 
and other railroad proparty. The Missouri 
farmers have no private cars, but they 
would doubtless welcome the State officers 
cordially. 

The board meets in February of each 
year to adjust and equalize farm and per- 
sonal property. As a general rule only a 
short time is required to transact the busi- 
ness, although it frequently happens that 
farm values are increased. The inspection 
of railroad property takes place in April 
or May—usually May. 

Probably when the Board of Equaliza- 
tion has finished the inspection now in 
progres the result will be an increase of 
revenue from railway taxation. Missouri 
citizens who do not own railroads and 
those who are not owned by the railroads, 
anxiousiy await the returns. 

The ’Frisco is not the only road over 
which the Board of Equalization will travel 
during this jaunt. Other lines will prob- 
ably offer private cars. The people will 
keep a lookout for repetition of the ’Frisco 
coincidence

Un- 
less the entire board, as at present constl- 
tuted, decides to resist the seating of the 
newly elected board, these directors will 
individhally in proceedings in their 
/own behalf. If successful in their resist- 
ance the decision of the court will of 
course apply to the entire board. 

They are Directors Penney ,Brady, Col- 
lins, Kelleher and Koenig.

H. Krum to handle the proceedings for 
them. They are said to have raised $00 
as a retainer for their attorney and hope 
to be joined by other directors.

Judge Krum, when seen by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter Thursday, stated he had not 
yet been consulted in the matter. He 
brought the mandamus proceedings in the 
Supreme Court to compel the Board of 
Election Commissioners to rescind the order 
for the special election. The fact that the 
writ was refused has not dismayed those 
members of the board who are determined 
to surrender only after a struggle, while the 
fact that no written opinion accompanied 
the decision, has left the situation decidedly 
unsettled, 

“A remark of a member of the School 
Board ring, before nominations were made 
for the election, that none of the members 
of the board would go out until their] 
terms expired, indicates the confidence felt 
by them that they have the advantage. 

On account of the failure of the Supreme 
Court to specify the grounds on which the 
mandamus was denied several lawyers be- 
lieve it the part of wisdom to have the 
constitutionality of the law decided as soon 
as possible. It is deemed not improbable 
that School Board Attorney Charles B. 
Stark will so advise the board. 

One method would be for the old board 
to refuse to recognize the new, whereupon 
the newly elected members would seek to 
mandamus the old board in the Supreme 
Court into surrendering their seats. An- 
other course would be for the new body to 
institute quo warranto proceedings in the 
Supreme Court to compel the old members 
to show by what right they continue to 
execute their duties of school directors. 
Still another would be for them to proceed 
by quo warranto against the present di- 
rectors individually, and, lastly. for the 
present board to enjoin the new against in- 
terfering with it. 

The first step in any proceeding, will be 
for the new board to organize. Then the old 
board will either surrender or refuse to 
recognize the new one. It is held by several 
lawyers that without the consent of the 
old board an attempt on the part of the 
new to take porsession of the Assembly 4 
room of the Board of Exiucation would con- 
etitute trespass under the criminal law, 
if the Civie Federation law is declared un- 
constitutional. 

With the approach of the election the date 
for the new body to begin operations is 
being discussed. It is believed that a week 
will elapse before the successful candidates 
receive certificates of election. Numerous 
formalities, such as the auditing of accounts 
and the like will be necessary so that

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W THE FRAUDS 


THE INSURANCE COMMISSIONER 
HAS A CRUSADE OW. 


TO PROTECT POOR PEOPLE. 


Fraternal Insurance Companies Will 
Be Investigated to See If They 
Are the Real Thing. 


Insurance Commissioner Ed T. Orear 
says he is preparing to cogduct a vigorous 
warfare on the irresponsible fly-by-night 
insurance companies, which are conducting 
business in Missouri in violation of the 
law. 

He will make a determined effort to not 
only drive them out of the State but to 
bring their promoters to justice. 

The growth of these companies is an evil 
which the State officials have heretofore 
found it almost impossible to grapple with 
owing to the laxity of the insurance laws 
of Missouri. That it is an evil which re- 
quires prompt measures for its suppression 
has been made manifest by the Post-Dis- 
patch’s recent exposures of the methods of 
some of these companies. 

It has been shown that many of them 
are formed and maintained for the sole 
purpose of duping the very class of people 
who can least afford pecuniary loss. 

They prey on the,gullible and illiterate 
and extort their hard earned money under 
specious promises to pay fabulous benefits 
in the event of sickness or death. Their 
victims come from the working Zlass. Men 
without hope of saving a competency grasp 
eagerly at the. opportunity to provide a 


modest sum for their wives and children. 

It is this class that Commissioner Orear 
says he intends to protect from unscrupu- 
lous schemers. 

He will make a careful investigation to 
determine what companies in the. State 
are not complying with the law. He says 
he will show no mercy to the fraudulent 
concerns. 

“IT am somewhat handicapped at present,”’ 
said Mr. Orear. ‘‘Under the insurance laws 
now in force this department has no juris- 
diction over fraternal beneficiary societies, 
Most of the com- 
panies which have been shown up as 
fraudulent come under this head. They are 
not amenable to the State laws as now 
framed and I have no right to nventionte 
them nor power to regulate them. 

“The Post-Dispatch has done splendid 
work in showing up these fraudulent com- 
panies. In the face of such exposures it is 
natural for people to say that elther the 
laws are defective or that they are not being 
properly enforced. In this case the defect 
lies entirely in the law. I, as Insurance 
commissioner, can do nothing to prevent 
these companies from preying on the com- 
munity, provided they come within the legal 
definition of fraternal societies. 

“Section 2823 of the Missouri Statutes, now 
in force, reads as follows: 


“Fraternal beneficial societies may 
provide for the relief and aid of their 
members and families, widows, orphans 
or other kindred dependents of deceased 
members, or for assisting such as may 
be sick or disabled from the proceeds of 
assessments upon the members of such 
society Or association: and to that end 
may issue to its members beneficial cer- 
tificates, payable at such time and in 
such manner as shall be therein provided, 
and do such other things as shall be pro- 
vided by the laws of the State; and such 
fraternal beneficial societies shall not in 
any way be subject to the insurance laws 
of the State, nor under the contro] or 
supervision of the Insurance Depart- 
ment of the State, nor pay any corpora- 
tion or other tax; provided, that any 
beneficiary in a certificate issued by any 
such association may pay the dues and 
assessments anaryer against such mem- 
ber on account of his membership. 


‘‘Many of the mutual companies, especial- 
ly the irresponsible ones, do business un- 
der the guise of fraternal organizations. 
Fraternity is ostensibly their long suit, 
and, so far as surface indications go, they 
are entitled to the exemption accorded fra- 
ternal companies. 

“IT have no omg se ttt over companies 
which are really fraternal and beneficial, 
but I shall begin at once to determine 
which of the companies in the State are en- 
titled to the exemption. I have written the 
Secretary of State for a list of all the 
and beneficial companies in the 


which of them are doing a legitimate fra- 
ternal business. 

‘“‘In cases where I find that a company is 
violating the law, I shall apply to the At- 
torney-General for authority to bring legal 
proceedings to have the charter revoked. 

“The conditions which*render fraud pos- 
sible will not exist after June 4, when the 
new insurance law goes into effect. 

“This law puts‘the fraternal and bene- 
ficiary companies squarely under the juris- 
diction of the Insurance Commissioner. I 
shall enforce the law to the letter.’’ 

The new law clearly defines fraternal and 
beneficial associations, and provides that 
they shall make a detailed report of their 
condition to the Insurance Commissioner 
on or before the first day of March of eaeh 
year. It also provides that. the Insurance 
Commissioner shall be ex-officio attorney 
for all such associations not having their 
principal offices in the State. All legal pro- 
cesses against these companies are to be 
served on the Insurance Commissioner. In 
this way he will always have a line on the 
condition of the companies’ affairs. 

he only exception in the new law {Is 
contained in section 15, which reads: 
his act shall not apply to or effect 
grand or subordinate lodges of Masons, 


Odd Fellows or similar orders paying 
only sick disability or funeral benefits, 
or any association not working on the 
lodge system, which limits its certificate 
holders or membership to a particular 
class, or to the employes of a particu- 
lar town or city, designated firm, busi- 
ness house or corporation. 

Commissioner Orear expects to begin his 
crusade against fly-by-night companies in 
a week or ten days, or as soon as the Sec- 
retary of State supplies him with a list of 
the companies doing business in the State. 
He has already secured the names of some 
of the companies. He sent out letters to 


these concerns Thursday morning asking 
for a statement as to the nature of their 
business and the names of their officers. 

Commissioner Orear’s object in proceed- 
ing at once is to prevent fraudulent com- 
y»anies from qualifying under the new law. 

he law gives companies the privilege of 
changing their charters so as to conform 
to it. If he can proceed against fradulent 
companies before June 2 he may have 
their charters revoked and drive them out 
of business before the new law goes into 
effect.

WAS A SLICK SCHEME. 


PROPRIETORS HAVE FLOWN. 


They Hired Green Young Men for Col- 
lectors After Making Them 
Advance a Cash Bond. 


Elevators in the Chemical building have 
made numerous skyward trips within the 
last two days. If there was ever any rust 
on the cables, it has been entirely removed 
by the constant friction of going up and 
down. 

The occasion of this excessive elevator 
travel is the number of people who go to 
the top floor of the Chemical building 
hoping to see the proprietors of the St.

The tests have demonstrated that the 
disease can be conveyed by milk of tuber- 
culous cows.

Warrants were issued Thursday charging

PULLMAN PORTERS COMPLAIN 
THEY ARE NEARLY STARVED,

WANT THEIR WAGES. RAISED. 


Do Three Men’s Work for One Man’s 
Pay and Enjoy No Special 
Privileges. 


The Pullman palace car porters want to 
be dissociated from the plumbers and the 
ice men, Standard Oil magnates and other 
branches of che capitalistic class, 

They have asked for a raise in wages. 

There was a time when the porter had 
diamonds to eat if he felt like it, but the 
day is long past.: 

The porters feel keenly their fall from 
high estate and only absolute necessity 
makes them let the public know their 
prosperous exterior is all a hollow sham. 

Now that the truth is out, this show of 
. purple and fine linen ts quite reminiscent 
of the story of the Spartan youth who 
smiled bravely while the stolen fox was 
gnawing his innards. 

The handsome blue uniforms and im- 
maculate linen are paid for out of money 


that the owners would rather have spent 
on filling their empty stomachs. 

The porters’ downfall is due directly to the 
public's unwillingness to be separ- 
ated from their coin in these days 
of delayed prosperity. This is rather 
bitter at that, for as faithful corpora- 
tion employes they marched bravely under 
the Hanna-McKinley banner last fall in fu- 
tile hope of better times, 

At a recent meeting of the porters and 
waiters of the Pullman Palace Car Co. in 
this chy a committee, consisting of G. H. 
Williams, J. H. Thomason, J. Barber, T. A. 


appointed 

. Garcelon 
General Superintendent, and the Board of 
Directors of the Pullman Company. 

The petition stated that the men could not 
keep themselves neatly uniformed and sup- 
port their families at the present scale of 
wages. 

The petition set forth that while they ap- 
plied and were hired as porters they were 
required at times to perform the duties of 
conductors, porters and waiters and some- 
times they are obliged to carry punch, 
checks and all stationery necessary to per- 
form the duty of conductor. They also col- 
lect railroad transportation, do janitor 
work, make berths and serve luncheon, thus 
performing the several duties of three men, 

For this they receive only the salary of @ 
porter. 

They have to pay $45 twice a year for 
uniforms. They have a heavy laundry Dill, 
They have expenses at home, on the road 
and gt the terminus of their trip. They 
have to do with two meals a day, as they 
have to pay 6&0 cents for each. They do 
not enjoy the conductor’s privilege of free 
meals at the railway eating-houses., 

The petitioners concluded with the state- 
ment that the tips received from the travel- 
ing public have so decreased that in con- 
junction with the wages paid by the com- 
pany the men are unable with the most fru- 
gal management to make a living salary.
